CREIIT IN LAWRENCE STRIKE 


Congressional 
Investiga­ 
tion {Started by United 
Press Dis­ 
patches 


(From American Magazine for Nov­ 
ember) 
One of th© most interesting and 
; romantic figures in the quasi-yublic 
life of the newspaper profession is 
Roy W. Howard, general manager of 
the United Press associations. 
The 
buoyancy of youth is the main pil­ 
lar of the United Press. 
Mr. How­ 
ard himself is now in his twenty- 
ninth year, and for six years has been 
the editorial head of this agency, 
which embraces 
a membership of 
more than 4 75 afternoon newspapers 
with a large added clientele of Sun­ 
day morning newspapers. 
The aver­ 
age age of his large staff of editors 
and correspondents in America and 
Europe is considerably under thirty 
years. 
As a boy Mr. Howard was a 
cub reporter on 
the Indianapolis 
News, and later was sporting editor 
of the Star, in the same city. 
With 
rapid strides he passed through the 
various reportorial and sub editor ex­ 
periences in the employ of newspa­ 
pers in Indianapolis. St. Louis, and 
I Cincinnati, and 
in 
March 
1906, 
I found himself in New York as a co* 
I respondent of 
the 
Scripps-McRae 
league. A few months later the Unit­ 
ed Press 
association 
was formed 
through the amalgamation of three 
evening news agencies, and Mr. How­ 
ard became the New York manager. 
Since that time he has by succes­ 
sive promotions come to be the head 
of the concern and the chairman of 
its board of directors. 
Every successful 
business— cer­ 
tainly every newspaper— must work 
toward an ideal. 
The slogan of the 
United Press is “get the truth.” But 
what is the truth? 
It is not always 
possible to tell, and the United Press 
editor, like everyone 
else, merely 
strives for the attainment of the 
ideal. 
He does it 
conscientiously, 
and no sincere business man in his 
private correspondence strives more 
diligently to honestly represent his 
private interests 
than the United 
Press man endeavors truthfully to 
report the affairs of public interest. 
He may write about what is visual, 
quote from the sayings or writings 
of people, and give such definite con­ 
clusions as he may be sure of. 
He 
must tell both sides, all sides, 
of 
every question and never advocate. 
He lays down the facts, and 
his 
readers may draw' their own conclu­ 
sions 
Omission of important news 
facts is tantamount to suppression, 
and Mr. Howard holds his editors 
and reporters guilty of failure quite 
as strictly for the sin of omission as 
for any other fault. He contends that 
the newspapers that he serves are 
entitled to the truth, and that the 
publication of the whole truth is the 
most important cog in the machine of 
democracy. 
A concrete example 
of the vital 
public Importance of this policy was 
shown recently In the instance of the 
strike of the textile workers at Law­ 
rence, Mass. 
From 
the outset of 
that now celebrated conflict the Unit­ 
ed Press regarded it as extraordin­ 
ary news, and reported to its papers 
in all sections of the country full de­ 
tails of the great struggle between 
the textile manufacturers and 28,- 
000 revolting employees. When the 
strike developed a situation which 
not only outraged the broad humani­ 
tarian impulses of the American peo­ 
ple, but violated the constitutional 
rights of individuals involved, 
the 
United Press was true to its respon­ 
sibility, and as a result of its accur­ 
ate representation of that labor con­ 
flict the whole nation was aroused. 
It was unpleasant news, 
and 
the 
lines of prejudice and special inter­ 
est were tightly drawn. 
Every de­ 
partment of the city and state gov­ 
ernments seemed to he working ac­ 
tively against the strikers; the po­

Fourth Estate on a regimen of news 
deceit, misrepresentation, or conceal­ 
ment, the established policy of the 
United Press called for reports writ­ 
ten without favor or fear, describing 
all sides of that conflict. 
Thus the 
nation was aroused to a situation in 
a sister commonwealth wherein con­ 
stitutional rights were being ignor­ 
ed, parents denied the privilege of 
transporting their children to anoth­ 
er state, and men and women merci­ 
lessly clubbed for no offense; and, 
in fact, official anarchy reigned 
in 
sorry contrast to the fine spirit of 
democracy and brotherly love exhib­ 
ited by the polyglot mass of strlkir g 
men, women and children. 
As th© United Press was the only 
news agency to give the newspapers 
of the country the whole truth about 
Lawrence, and as it is known that it 
was the reading 
of these accounts 
that moved Senator Miles Poindex­ 
ter personally to 
investigate Law­ 
rence, It is fair to state that it was 
thl6 exposure that resulted in con­ 
gressional interference and inquiry, 
and the federal 
probe ‘bv Commis­ 
sioner Charles P. Neill of the depart­ 
ment of labor.
